are the writings of Smith, contained in two oc- 
tave volumes, printed in London in 1629, and 
reprinted in this country in ISTO. The book is 
written in astyle so quaint and singular, yet so 
modest and unaffected, that we ore satisfied we 
canjot gratify the reader more than by quoting 
largely the author's own words. The other, 
writers on this period which we have been able 
toconsult, fully corroborate, without minutely 
detailing the particulars of the author's history. 

He was born in Willoughby, in Lincolnshire, 
in the year 1579. It was the age of Elizabeth, 
remarkable for the spirit of enterprise and ad- 
venture which prevailed throughout the empire. 
Smith was born witha love of the daring and 
chivalrous. An orphan at thirteen, he sold his 


j satchel, books, and all he had, to get means to 


Tit himself for the sea. A competent estate had 
heen left him, and competent guardians to watch 
it; so competent, indeed, were they, that he was

And Aow can Prof. Norton call 
his own pupils “ Infidels” for their unbelief (as 
he is pleased to style it), when he himself ques- 
tions the resurrection of the Saints! If Christ 
appeared to his disciples, why may not his saints? 

** As for Moses,’ continued the young lady,’ 
the evidences of his uncommon wisdom, doubt- 
less, passed among his countrymen for miracles, 
and as Strauss says, “ his calling was nothing 
else than that this patriot,” (these are his words, 
not my own,) “ when the long-cherished thought 
of delivering his people returned to him with 
uncommon vividness in a dream, held this for a 
divine monition. The smoke and burning of 
Sinai, at the giving of the law, were but a fire 
which Moses had kindled upon the mountain, 
for the purpose of producing an effect upon the 
imagination of the people, with which, acciden- 
tally, a heavy thunder-storm coincided. The 














shining of his countenance was the result of 
great excitement, which not only the people, but 
Moses himself, as he knew not the true origin, 
considered as something divine.” ’ 

| “*It would seem,’ I ventured to say to this 
| young lady,‘ thatthe Bible then is a mere col- 
lection of fables.’ 

“*No,’ replied the lady, ‘the Scriptural ac- 
counts were not, derliaps, intentionally deceptive, 
and therefore not fables, but they are mythical, 
either veiling great truths in a figurative dress, 
or describing real events in the form they had 
j acquired from the exaggerations of popular tra- 
/dition. [must confess, however, 'tis so hard to 
sift the wheat from the chaff, that the rewards 
are not worth the labor!’ 

«+ May Lack,’ [enquired of the lady who last 
jspoke,* what may be deemed to be the facts 
which are to be relied on. so far as the Saviour 
is concerned ? She replied, © With regard to 
the actual life of Jesus, the foundation on which 
this immense mass of fable has been constructed, 
according to Strauss, are these: “Jesus was a 

native of Nozareth, the son of Joseph and Mary; 
| the entire account of his birth in Bethlehem, 
with all its circumstances of danger and of mir- 
acle, belongs to that class of myths which pro- 
ceed fromthe popular desire of glorifying the 
early life of distinguished men. Some exhibi- 
| tion of uncommon intelligence in childhood, a ay 
have given rise to the story of his sejourn inthe 
jtemple, when twelve years old, though this is 
doubrful. He probably may have had some in- 
struction from the Essenes ; or from the Rabbins 
and inte! gent persons whom he met at the 
feasts of Jerusalem. At about thirty years of 
ave he became a follower of John the “Bapt st, 
,whoappears to have belonged to the ascetic sect 
| of the Essenes, and to have proclaimed the pop- 
ular idea, very naturally among an oppressed 
people, that the great expected national deliver- 
jer, the Messiah, was at hand. Jesus probably 
| remained a follower of John, much longer than 
ithe partislity of tradition would allow us to be- 
heve, At length he he gan to prea h—at first, 
the same doctrine with the Baptist, that the 
Messiah was soon to appear. Gradually, as he 
became conscious of his own extraordinary men- 
| tal powers, the idea occurred to him, that he 
| Was destined to fill that office. His conception 
of the Messiahship, which at first, may have been 
| similar to that entertained by the people at large, 
jtose with his increasing experience, until. ap- 
| ply ing to lrimself the prophe cies of the Old Ts S- 
tament, Which speaks of the Son of God as sut- 
|fering, he was convinced that a violent death, 
which the malice and the power of his enemies 
jrendered probable, was a part of his great mis- 
sion. Having exercised the office ofa teacher 
of virtue and the reprover of hypocrisy, he was 
at length put to death. He did not rise again 
but the excited imaginations of his followers pre- 
rented his form in visions ; a report spread of his 
resurrection, Which was believed among his fol- 
lowers, and contributed chiefly to the success of 
his religion.”? : 

“LT returned my thanks to the lady for her ad- 
mirable synopsis, but could not but express my 
surprise, that so singular a fact as the resurreec- 
tion of Christ should have obtained credit, and 
been so carefully vouched fer. This remark of 
mine drew out quite a number of these ladies.

INFLUENCE OF INDIVIDUAL PIETY. 
Few persons seem to be aware of the great 
amount of influence they are daily exerting 
upon others around them. It matters not how 
insignificant or obscure the position they occupy 
in the world may be, their example leaves its 
impression either for weal or for wo, upon those 
with whom they have to do. How important 
Ithen, that the influence of our example be of a 
| proper kind! Every professor of religion espe- 
cially, should see to it, that he is constantly 
striving after conformity to the image of Christ; 
for he that fails to do so, in the words of Treffry, 
‘is depriving mankind of some good which can 
be communicated by his agency. On the other 
hand, he who lives in habitual communion with 
God is surrounded by a divine influence, silent 
and impalpable, it is true, yet not the less real. 
Like the high priest, he comes fcom the holiest 
face with the odor of incense fresh about him. 
His life is the most eloquent of sermons, and the 
amount of good which he does, pay by living 
in the world as a Christian ought to live, is be- 
yond the power of human calculation. To the 
church, pious example, though of very high im- 
portance, is not essential to the appreciation of 
the truth and sanctity of our faith; but the ex- 
clusively worldly man gathers most, if not the 
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
